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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8; 1 1-22 are allowed. 

In regard to claim 1 , while the prior art of record disclose of a decorrelator, a method of 
synthesizing a first and a second output signal from an input signal, the method 
comprising: applying the input signal to a filter of the decorrelator to generate a filtered 
signal; obtaining from an analysis circuit of the decorrelator a correlation parameter 
indicative of a desired correlation between the first and second output signals; 
obtaining from the analysis circuit of the decorrelator a level parameter indicative of a 
desired level difference between the first and second output signals; and applying the 
filtered signal to a transformation circuit of the decorrelator and performing by a 
matrixing operation on the filtered signal to transform the input signal into the first and 
second output signals, where the matrixing operation employs the correlation parameter 
and the level parameter. 

However, the prior art of record failed to disclose of the specific wherein applying 
the input signal and the filtered signal to a transformation circuit of the decorrelator and 
performing by a matrixing operation on the input signal and the filtered signal to 
transform the input signal and the filtered signal into the first and second output signals. 
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Similarly, independent claims 7, 20 have 
reason as in claim 7 above.
